presentation on environmental sensitivity. My comments 

on this unfortunate incident were a matter of public 

record as I had spoken to the House on the issue. 

Additionally, on February 24, 1988, my views were 

expressed before the Standing Committee on National 

Health and Welfare. Subsequent calls on February 10 

were referred to our security office which had, for 

some time, been assigned the responsibility of 

coordinating requirements as regards Mr. Brown's 

requests and ensuring that he be provided with any new 
information as it becomes available. At this time, 

Mr. Brown was invited to write to me expressing his 

concerns and he would be provided with available 

information. 
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In the past, officials of my office and the Department 
have met with Mr. Brown to fully discuss the 
Department's position on the question of environmental 
sensitivity. Unfortunately these meetings were not 
productive and, at times were difficult given 

Mr. Brown's reactions. I last wrote to Mr. Brown in 
April of 1987, reiterating my views and the 
Department's position on the issue of environmental 
sensitivity and I attach a copy for your information. 


Under the circumstances, I see little to be gained from 
officials of my Department once again meeting with 

Mr. Brown to discuss our position or information 
previously provided him. 


However, through our security office, we remain 
accessible should new developments come to his 
attention and will continue to ensure Mr. Brown is 
provided with relevant information as it becomes 
available.
